clined," Worthinglon said.

Goldwater 
Would Avoid 
Race Appeals

WASHINGTON (AP) — Sen. 


Barry Goldwater, R-Ariz. advised 
Republicans today to avoid "any 
sort of special appeal based on 
race or creed" in seeking voter 
support in next year's elections. 


Goldwater, a spokesman for par- 


ty conservatives, said the GOP' 
ought to leave "emotional gim- 
micks and fantastic promises" to 
the Democrats. 


Gov. 
Nelson A. Rockefeller of 


New York, regarded as a front 
runner for the 1964 Republican 
presidential nomination, and Sen. 
Jacob K. Javits. R-N.Y.. have 
been booked as speakers for a 
Young Republican National Fed- 
eration rally opening in New York 
City Friday. 


Invited to speak on the program, 


Goldwater said in a letter to Leon- 
ard. J. Nadasdy. federation presi- 
dent, that he couldn't attend. But 
he offered some advice. 


"It seems to me." he said, 


"that the whole subject of ethnic 
and minority groups and their re- 
lationships within our society have 
been talked to death. 


"Cynical politicians are contin- 


ually harping on the problems of 
minorities and offering glib solu- 
tions to them. The words they use 
refer to ending the divisions be- 
tween our people. But, I'm con- 
vinced that the net effect of this 
talk is to divide the American peo- 
ple and to inflate, rather than 
solve, the very real problems of 
our racial and religious groups. 


"The 
Republican party must 


seek the minority group vote in 
the only sensible and honorable 
way open to us. We must appeal 
to all racial and religious group- 
ings with well-reasoned arguments 
that do not insult them or their 
intelligence. We should avoid mak- 
ing any sort of special appeal 
based upon race or creed."

U.S. Rebukes 
Cuban Exile 
Leader

WASHINGTON (AP)—The Unit 


eel Slates has publicly rebuked 
Cuban exile leader Jose Miro Car- 
dona for his purported bitter de- 
nunciation of U.S. policy toward 
Cuba. 


In doing so. the government de- 


clared publicly for the first time 
what has been rumored for days: 
that Miro had demanded a voice 
in U.S. policy toward the Commu- 


nist island—or else $50 million to 
mount an exile expedition against 
Prime Minister Fidel Castro. 


The U.S. government is not pre- 


pared to make any such agree- 
ments, the State Department de- 
clared. It took this position in a 
stinging rejoinder to Miro's re- 
ported criticism of U.S.-Cuban 
policy in his 20-page letter of 
resignation as president of the 
Cuban Revolutionary Council. 


The Miro letter has not been 


made public. The council—with 
Miro presiding—was still debating 
Monday night whether to do so. 
But enough informed descriptions 
of the letter were in the air for 
the State 
Department 
to turn 


loose its strong statement. 


Informed of the State Depart 


mcnt comments, Miro said Mon- 
day night: "I told the truth. I do 
not tell lies." 


"I have never asked a second 


invasion," he added. "I have 
asked for hemispheric cooperation 
for joint military action." 


Sources 
who claim to have 


studied the letter say it includes: 


—A detailed account of Miro's 


relations with the U.S. govern- 
ment — including President Ken- 
nedy—since the ill'fated Bay of 
Pigs invasion of 1961.

per, she used the pseudonym of 
Dorothy Dix for the column. It 
attracted wide interest and was 
quoted by m a n y newspapers 
throughout the country. As a re- 
sult, it became the world's first 
syndicated column. In 1900 Hearst 
acquired it and Dorothy Dix. By 
1910 her column and murder trial 
stories 
were appearing 
in 500 


newspapers. In 1915 Jack Wheeler 
of the Bell Syndicate, bought the 
Dix Column. Mrs. Gilmer con- 
tinued writing it almost up to the 
day of her death in 1951. Then 
Muriel Nessen took over the work. 
I followed at her death.

WHAT IS ABC? 


The Audit Bureau of Circulations, Chicago, by 


its own definition is: "A co-operative association 
of advertisers, advertising agencies and publishers 
for the verification of circulation of newspaper and 
periodical members in the United States and Can- 
ada." 


It is controlled by those who buy advertising 


(manufacturing, merchandising and service com- 
panies, and their agencies) rather than those who 
sell advertising (newspapers and magazines). 


COST OF ADVERTISING 


Pick up an invoice for newspaper advertising 


and you will find that you are billed for so many 
column-Inches at so much per inch. That's how it 
is billed — but that isn't how it is sold. 


The price of an inch of advertising is mean- 


ingless unless you know what the paper's circula- 
tion is. When you know that you know the cost. 


The cost of advertising is the cost per inch per 


thousand circulation. That's the great yardstick 
by which advertising is bought and sold from coast 
to coast. The national advertisers call it "the 
milline" — the cost per line (1/14th of an inch) 
per million circulation. 


Now you know why ABC audits are important. 


They verify circulation — the factor which is com- 
bined with the publisher's charge per inch to 
establish the advertising cost yardstick. 


IT'S CHEAP TODAY 


Hope Star's local advertising costs about the 


same today as in 1929. The rate-per-inch is higher, 
it is true — but circulation also has increased. Here 
is the comparison:
